Charters Granted by Courts, 
- Judge Sale-Haclared that the socalled 


“Subs haveibeeh granted charters by 
the properly constituted authorities—the 
courts. They have, he sald, the same 
title to their charter that the Mercantile 
Club, the St. Louis Club and the Uni- 
versity Club have. 

‘In fact,” he said, “these charters 
emanate from the identical source from 
which every church in St. Louis that 
is incorporated gets its charter.” 

Before granting a charter to a club 
Judge Sale stated that the Court should 
be thoroughly well satisfied by investi- 
gation’that the purposes of the organi- 
gation are within the letter and the 
spirit of the law. He defied anyone to 
point out where a lid-lifting club ob- 
tained its charter through him. 

Sworn to Enforce Law. 

“So on that. score,’ he said, “I plead 
‘not guilty.’ But on the score of issuing 
injunctions, plead ‘guilty.’ because I am 
sworn under the Constitution of this 
State to enforce the laws, and all char- 
ters granted by legal authority look 
alike to me. 

Our police (I include the Chief of Po- 
lice and the Circuit Attorney) have no 
more right to decide in their chambers 
that an individual or set of individuals 
are conducting an illegal business, and 
then having satisfied themselves that 
the business so conducted is illegal, to 
make what is called a ‘raid’ on that 
business, than they would have to de- 
termine that the worship of God at any 
given church tn town was illegal, and 
thereupon make a raid upon such 
church.” 
What Records Reveal. 

A search of the records of the Cir- 
cuit Court Saturday revealed that six 
injunctions have been granted by Cir- 
cuit Judges against the police raiding al- 
leged lid clubs. Two were by Judge 
Sale, two by Judge Hitchcock, one by 
Judge Allen and one by Judge M. Db. 
Reynolds, who has since left the bench. 

Judge Allen was asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter for a statement in re- 
gard to the grand jury’s report. He 
said he had not read it and when told 
ef its contents declined to discuss it. 


““Tt is not my policy to discuss my acts 


on the bench off the bench,” he gaia. 
Judge Allen granted the injunction in 
the case of the Brewery Workers’ As- 
sociation. 

Limited Injunctions. 

Judge Hitchcock also refused to say 
anything about the grand jury’s report. 
“Tt is trhe,”” he said, “that I issued in- 
junctions in the cases of the Franklin 
Avenue Merchants’ Association and the 
St. Louis Quoit and Gymnastic Club, 
but I will not discuss my Judicial acts 
I suggest that you read the decreeg in 
those cases. The records speak = for 
themselves, and if they do not suit yoy 
just give them fits.” “- 

The injunctions in both cases granted 
by Judge Hitchcock are limited, merely 
enjoining the police from interfering 
with the rights of club members, pyt 
not prohibiting the police from going on 
the club premises ih the discharge of 
their official duties.

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—Four true bills, 
charging City Hall officials with con- 
spiracy in connection with the $45,- 
000 “shale rock” scandal, 
turned by the county grand jury to- 
day. The men indicted were: John 
Ericson, city Michael H. 
McGovern, contractor; Paul Redieske, 
former Deputy Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, and Ralph A. Bonnell, 
former assistant city engineer. 

All the above, with the exception 
of Bricson, were indicted a short time 
ago in connection with an alleged 
attempt to defraud the city of about 
$250,000 in the building of “Section 
N,” of the Lawrence avenue sewer, 

The “shale rock” scandal also was 
unearthed in the construction of ‘‘Sec- 
tion DD" of the same sewer. The city 
paid the McGovern company more than 
$45,000 for the removal of a large quan- 
tity of so-called ‘shale rock.’’ Upon 
examination by experts, {t was stated 
that the “shale rock’ was nothing more 
than hard clay and offered little ob- 
struction. 

McGovern was the contractor in 
charge of the construction and the man 
who was paid for the removal of the 
“rock.”” Bonnell certified it was rock 
and Ericson approved Bonnell’s decision. 
Redieske then put his stamp of approv- 
al on the work and the city paid t—- 
money. 

Later in the day second iadictmente 
were returned against McGovern, Bon- 
nell, Redieske and the eight others who 
were indicted last week.

Carmody on Saloon Regulation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

After 52 years of selling liquor and still in the busi- 

ness, I have come to the conclusion that the best 
way to combat prohibition arguments and further the 
interests of those who would engage in the business 
for a livelihood are the following propositions: 
' First: High license. This would give us a good 
class of saloons and a good class of proprietors— 
men who would obey the law and make the busi- 
ness more respectable,. and ‘also sell a better clasé 
of goods, it being to their interest to do so. 

Second: Regulation. Dramshops always have been 
and always will be regulated by the authorities, and 
the only proper thing for the dramshop keeper is to 
lobey the laws as they are laid down by the authori- 
ties. If they say open at 6 a. m. and close at 12 p. 
m., obey the law: if they say close Sunday—‘‘close.” 

, Drastic law enforcement came a good deal on ac- 
count of the saloon keeper himself. I mean, of 
course, the law-breaking individual, who was general- 
ly an irresponsible person. High license would do 
away with that kind of people, and the best elements 
and authorities could soon control the situation. 

Third: Fairness to saloon keeper. When a man 
with the consent and indorsement of the property 
holders in a: block enteps the business and invests 
$10,000 or $15,000 in fitting up a first-class place, and 
getting his lease for a number of years, he should 
not be compelled to ask signatures of resident tax- 
payers to sign every year. The saloon keeper ought 
to be protected to this extent; that so long as he kept 
an orderly and well-regulated house he should not 
have to ask signatures. This-would make a saloon 
lease a valuable asset, and in case of sale his suc- 
cessor Ought to have the license transferred without 
extra cost. 

These rules, I think, if followed, would do more 
good for the future dramshop keepers and the public 
than all the arguments as to whether Christ turned 
water into wine or whether Abe Lincoln sold whisky 
or not.

Mrs. Belle Tracy of 3917 Maffitt ave- 
hue, lecturer of the Municipal Tubercu- 
16sis Commission of St. Louis, is the 
oly woman holding a similar position 
west of the Mississippi River, and is 
one of less than a dozen women en- 


gaged in like work in the United States. 
Ti the three weeks’ service. since her 
appointment she has talked to 662 -work- 
ing girls in §t. Louis and 1760 school- 
_@hildren on the effects of tuberculosis. 

At noonday meetings Mrs. Tracy talks 
- to the girls on the floor of the factory 
in whfeh they work, immediately after 
lunch. She advises them to eat sand- 
wiches instead of pastry for lunch, and 
explains the value of nourishing foods. 
She tells them to wear loose clothing 
and explains the evils of tight lacing. 
Ventilation in work places, recreation 
@nd exercise also is urged upon the 
young women, but they are warned 
against excessive dancing. 

During school hours Mrs. Tracy visits 
schoolrooms by permission of the school 
‘authorities. To the little ones she issues 
a Warning not to swap chewing gum, not 
' to take bites from apples partly eaten 
by other children, and urges the use 
6f individual drinking cups as a pre- 
ventive of communicating tuberculosis 
from one to another. Ventilation and 
cléaniiness is the keynote of her ad- 
dresses to young and old. 

Talks to Girls and Chilren. 
“Mrs. Tracy’s work is confined to girls 
and children... She seeks to make the 
young folks understand the results of 
the dread disease and endeavors to up- 
set the old fallacy that tuberculosis. is 
' Hereditary. She tells them that - con- 
sumption is communicable, preventable 
and curable if taken in hand in time. 
‘The people with whom the letturer 
talks are invited to attend the tuber- 
~ Culosis exhibit, where by diagrams, pic- 
tures and literature the ravages of the 
disease can be checked by proper care 
in “daily life. 

‘For 10 years, Mrs. Tracy was a teach- 
er in the public schools of St. Louis. 
She has been interested in charity and 
slum work many years, and is a grand 
officer in the Queen’s Daughters of 
Missouri. In her charity missions she 
studied conditions which lead to tuber- 
culosis and is considered an expert on 
its cause and prevention. She was ap- 
pointed as lecturer by the St. Louis 
Commission of Tuberculosis Jan. 12. 

The exhibit under Mrs. Tracy’s con- 
trol is movable, and now 1s located at 
2502 North Fourteenth street. It will re- 
main there until Feb. 20, and will then 
‘be taken to another section of the city. 
At times when Mrs. Tracy has no en- 
@agements with working girls or school 

ren she addresses meetings of wom- 

in churches or. social gatherings in 
the homes when invited. 


| Rules te Prevent Disease. 
‘In explaining the prevention of tuber- 


culosis, Mrs. Tracy gives the girls in 
factories certain rules tending to pre- 
vent the disease, and secures permission 
to post placards in the factories keep- 
ing the rules in sight of the workers. 
Ih several, factories the managers, at 
- Mrs. Tracy's request, have appointed 
cértain workmen to care for the ventila- 
tion each week. 

That her talks are doing ° good is 
shown by the questions asked of Mrs. 
Tracy by working girls at the close of 
her addresses when they ask about the 
_Care of those at home, In mahy in- 
_ @tances the girls outline the home con- 
ditions, and ask the lecturer for advice 
concerning the betterment of them. Sev-

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Feb. 5.—The 
City School Board adopted a resolution 
asking Judge Fortune of the Circuit 
Court to instruct the grand jury to in- 
vestigate a story printed in a weekly 
paper charging that girls from the High 
School have gone to winerooms at the 
noon hour and “returned with liquor 
breaths.” The board says that it is 
against the law to maintain a wineroom 
and against the law to -sell to minors 
but beyond the legal question is the 
fact that,if the story is true the affairs 
of the High School need a thorough 
overhauling. 

The article was over the name of Su- 
san W. Ball, who has been prominent as 
a writer for the ‘“‘Woman’s World,’ and 
in the social life of the city. There has 
been a controversy over the building of 
an addition to the present High School 
or building a second school and what 
she wrote was to show the bad environ 
ment of the school as now situated.

Erstwhile Baron’s Honey- 
moon Is Disrupted by 
Nuptial Chorus.

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Count Emil Carl 
Yon Mueller—he says it’s plain Carl 
Vonderhagen, but at least nineteen wom- 
en know him as Count or Baron Emil— 
sat in his cell in the Hudson County 
(N. J.) Jail this morning and denounced 
an untoward fate which has hooked 
him up with a bigamy charge. 

Emil gets all worked up over the 
accusation that 19 women in this coun- 
try claim he married or plighted troth 


with them. 
‘There is only one—and she is ador- 


able!’? Emil exclaimed gallantly. The 
“adorable” one is Miss Pearl Wood 
Powers, stepdaughter of a wealthy Los 
Angeles (Cal.) man, whom he left be- 
hind when detectives arrested him Jan. 
14, and after an extradition tilt, brought 
him to Hoboken, where he arrived 
Thursday night. 

The much-marrying Bavarian is six 
feet in height and lanky. His com- 
pléxion is sandy to reddish, a color 
scheme which runs into what little hair 
there is' left on his ample pate. His 
broad shoulders, long arms, big hands

Another tattocing displayed a ha:n- 
mer, trowel and square with the letters 
“J. H.. 1893. The emblem is of a 
secret society made up of those of gen- 
tle blood, Emil explained. 

Story of His Life. 

‘This ts what Emil tells of himself: 

“‘When I came to this country frem 
Pavaria I had $60,000 and invested it in 
a real estate venture in New York. I 
lost nearly $30,000 here. It is 
dling country and that Is why I am in 
my present trouble. I cou:d have wooed 
and won many of the ladies of Fiftn 
averue, but I would not. 


“I am an officer in the German army 
and aiso a graduated physician. I did 
not introduce inyself as a count or 
baron. People gave me the title, shat 
is all. In fact, my family is of noble 
lineage and I merit a title, but it 
please] me better to be known as plain 
Emi! Carl Vonderhagen.” 


The prisonér declared vehemently that 
his only legal wife is the woman he 
married in Los Angeles and ‘who has 
announced her intention of having her 
marriage annulled. Of the half dozen 
women in and around New York who 
advanced claims to Emil’s name, none 
appeared to greet him yesterday. Op- 
portunity to identify him will be had 
when the Public Prosecutor of Hudson 
County calls his case.

Attempted to Escape.

Third avenue, with whom he went to 
Hoboken Oct, 18, 1908, and was married, 
and whom he is chargea with deserting 
March 23, 1909. 

Describing Von Mueller’s Los Angeles 
bride, Detective Weinthal, who accom- 
panied Emil across the continent, says: 

“She is a lovely woman. Once after he 
‘was locked up, she called on him in his 
cell and demanded to know the truth. 
Two hours later his trunks arrived at 
the jail and he was formally declared 
an outcast from the $15,000 home the 
woman's stepfather had provided. He 
told me on our way East that he 
thought he could ‘beat’ the Hoboken 
marriage with Miss .Veihelmann, be- 
cause neither was & resident of New 
Jersey and he had failed to secure a 
proper license.” 

Detectives Weinthal and McDonald 
tell of an effort made by Von Mueller 
to escape while en route from Los An- 
geles. He obtained permission to go 
into a wash room in & Nebraska sta- 
tion, leaped out of a window and was

With President an Hour. 

Mr. Perkins spent an hour with Presi- 
dent Taft.

“Did you talk about the campaign 
fund?” he was asked. 

“No, I wouldn’t mislead you,” an- 
swered Mr. Hitchcock. He said that he 
was not going back to New York. As 
this had been his program, his remark 
naturally led to the inference that there 
was no need of going back to New 
York to look for & campaign fund. 
Emphasis to the inference was given 
when Mr. Hitchcock said thgt Mr. Per- 
kins was going back to New York to- 
night. 

Mr. Perkins while here ventured the 
following idea: 

“T see a great deal about the Repub- 
lican party redeeming its campaign 
promises. One of these pledges was to 
pass a federal incorporation law. Such 
a law should be passed. Is Congress 
going to pass it? 

Incorporation Bill Ready:
